UAW invades 'Super Sewer'

Elected officials from 22 local communities 
involved in super sewer are incensed and 
dismayed that a high-ranking UAW official 
has gotten into the controversy. 

The local officials have been fighting with 
the Wayne County Board of Commissioners to 
get local representation on the seven-member 
Public Works Board which was recently 
restructured with control taken out of the 
hands of the Wayne County Road Com- 
mission. 

Robert Battle III, director of UAW Region 
1A sent a letter to each of the Wayne County 
Commissioners requesting that they vote 
against reconsidering their decision to 
change the board. "We request you reiterate 
your support of your decision at your April 12, 
1977 meeting: for restructuring of the Board 
of Public Works under the immediate control 
and management of the County Board of 
Commissioners. 

"We hope you will vote against recon- 
sideration of this matter and proceed to an 
immediate implementation of your decision,” 
the letter stated. 

When asked about the letter, Battle said the 
letter was a matter between himself and the 
commissioners and refused to comment on 
why the politically powerful UAW was get- 
ting involved with super sewer. 

Western Wayne County officials, who 
represent the communities through which 
super sewer will be built, are puzzled as to 
why the UAW is getting involved. They 
contend the Public Works Board will be 
mainly concerned with the proposed $146 
million project and want to be represented on 
the board. 

In the restructuring of the Public Works 
Board, which the County Commissioners did 
with very little notice, only one of the five 
commissioners is even near the areas af- 
fected by super sewer. 

The others represent districts that have 
some portion in Detroit. 

Super sewer is the name given to the Huron 
Valley, Downriver Se wap* and Rou^e Valley 
System drain that & proposed tc run from 
Oakland County, along Hannan Road, to Flat 


He said Battle’s letter proved that the com- 
missioners took over control of the board last 
month to give Detroit greater influence over 
the super-sewer project. 

By controlling the sewer project, Stewart 
and other local officials have said Detroit can 
control the growth of outcounty areas. They 
cited the control of SEMTA, water systems, 
and the threat to pull Wayne County Sheriff’s 
patrols from townships as being a result of the 
power Detroit-based Commissioners have. 

Stewart reportedly called Battle’s letter a 
"direct order" for the commissioners not to 
take away any authority Detroit-based 
Commissioners have on the Public Works 
Board. 


The Wayne County Commissioners 
received their letter from Battle just prior to 
turning down a request April 28 to give 
Western Wayne County communities more 
representation on the board. 

In fact, some Detroit Commissioners didn’t 
even want to let Westland Mayor Tom Taylor 
speak to them as spokesman for the suburban 
communities involved with super-sewer. 
However, he was given the opportunity by a 
vote of 19-4. But a vote to reconsider the 
make-up of the board was voted down, as 
expected, on a 14-10 count, with all 10 
dissenting votes coming from other than 
Detroit-area Commissioners. 


At a subsequent meeting, local com- 
munities set up a fact-finding task-force, 
made of attorneys and other officials from 
several areas, to look into alternatives. 

After the task -force completes it studies, 
the neighboring communities plan to meet 
again to discuss super-sewer. 

One of the most intriguing suggestions was 
for local communities to break with Detroit 
and form their own county. Some officials feel 
that may be the only way to end Detroit’s 
domination of virtually every Wayne County 
project.

Oakley pointed out that he had intentions to 
run previously, but wanted to wait until he 
could devote full time to the job. "Frankly, 
the only reason I didn’t run before this was 
that my son, Mel, was not available to take 
over my construction business I had decided 
long ago that I would never run for mayor 
until I could give the job my complete at- 
tention. 

"I’m able to do that now that Mel is here to 
oversee the business." Oakley and his wife, 
Mary, have three other children — Shelia, 
Lisa and Brian. 

Oakley’s long record of public service in 
several capacities leads him to feel the 
average person is not getting the city he 
deserves. 

"I see people who are loyal citizens and 
hard-working families I see people who have 
long been a credit to our community and it 
makes me want to provide administrative 
leadership that can turn our city around and 
be a credit to our people."

“After laryngectomy 
surgery, the most ob- 
vious problem is loss of 
the voice,” Adams said.

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A visit with Romulus ' senior seniors 

Dora Skiff — 94 William Bower — 94

Just turn up the television and 
leave the books on the shelf, please. 

That’s more-or-less the attitude of 
Dora Skiff, who turned 94 in March, 
and was designated the oldest 
woman in Romulus for “Michigan 
Week”. 

“My eyes are not too good and I 
can't see very well to read, but I can 
see the television set from here real 
good,” she said, resting on a couch 
about five feet from the screen. 

Bom in Amherstburg, Ontario, 
Canada, on March 12, 1883, Dora 
now resides on Perry Street in 
Romulus and seldom leaves her 
small dwelling. 

“A neighbor lady comes in 
everyday and serves me lunch," she 
said. “She stays about three hours 
each day, chatting with me and 
keeping me company. She also tidies 
up the house for me.” 

Because Dora is not able to move 
around without assistance or the use 
of her “walker", she uses her 
television set as her constant 
companion. “I just keep it on 
Channel 4 all the time,” she said. 

Dora, the daughter of an 
American citizen, was brought to 


America from Canada in her 
childhood and lived in Detroit for 
some time. 

When she was 27 years old, she 
married Walter Skiff, who worked in 
the financial end of his job with 
Wayne County. “I don’t know 
exactly what he did, but he was the 
first one there in the morning and 
the last one to leave at ni^it. It was 
his job to see the books balanced 
when the day was over,” she said of 
her husband who passed away some 
22 years ago. 

On her living room wall, hanging 
one above the other, is a picture of 
Dora when she was 27 years old and 
theother, taken two years ago, when 
she turned 92. 

She recalls when her father 
worked for a printing company in 
Detroit many years ago. “I woked 
for the same man for a few years,” 
she smiles. 

Dora is looking forward to at- 
tending a wedding for a young man 
she used to baby-sit with when he 
was a child. “I remember Sammy 
Brown and I want to attend his 
wedding. I don’t get out much, but I 
want to see him get married." 

Dora thinks parents and grand 
parents today should spend more 


time with their children. “I 
remember my grandchildren used 
to like me to baby-sit with them 
because I played games with them," 
she recalls. 

What's her secret to longevity? 

“Don’t drink, don’t smoke, eat 
good vittles and drink a glass of milk 
every night before going to bed." 

We’re sure no doctor would argue 
with that advice. 



DORA SKIFF

Romulus’ oldest resident, William 
Bower, looks out the front window 
and sees the paved artery of God- 
dard Road slice through the heart of 
the city. 

However, the 94-year-old man 
keenly remembers when the roads 
of Romulus, especially Ecorse 
Road, were muddy quagmires. 

“I remember when the mailman 
used to deliver mail by horse and 
cart,” the spritely gentleman 
recalls. “And many times the roads 
were nothing but mud, and almost 
impassable. In fact, they were like 
thick glue. 

“One day the mailman’s cart 
wheels went like this," he said, 
spreading the palms of both hands. 
“He delivered the rest of his mail on 
foot that day while his cart was 
stuck in the mud." 

That’s how Romulus’ oldest man 
remembers his early days after 
celebrating his 94th birthday on Feb.

Recalling his younger days, Bill 
says: “The first day of spring when I 
got out in the field was the happiest 
day of the year for me." 

Hesaid he got upat5:30am. each 


morning and went to bed about 9:30 
p.m. At his present age, Bill, still 
goes to bed around 10 p.m. but he 
doesn’t get ip until 8 a m.

Awareness Week highlights barrier woes 


A nationwide project to alert the 
public to the problems en- 
vironmental barriers pose to 
America’s 30 million disabled 
persons will have its local segment 
sponsored by the Wayne County 
Easter Seal Society for Crippled 
Children and Adults Sunday through 
May 21. 

Called National Handicapped 
Awareness Week, the public 
education project is a joint effort of 
the Wayne County Easter Seal 
Society Consumer Advisory Panel 
and the National Easter Seal 
Society. 

Since 1975, Easter Seal societies 
across the nation, including the 
Wayne County Easter Seal Society, 
have joined together to demonstrate 
how barriers — architectural, at- 
titudinal, and environmental — 
prevent handicapped men, women 
and children from using public 
transportation, finding housing, 
jobs, an education; or benefitting 
from the many community services 
such as the Wayne County Easter 
Seal Society has to offer.

Winter hurt 
blossoms 

This week s tips from the Garden Doctor are: 

Q: Each bloom on my dogwood tree has only two 
petals instead of the usual four. Did the severe 
winter cause this? 

A: Yes, in fact on some trees the entire blossom 
was destroyed Flower buds were blasted on a few 
of the other flowering trees, too, but should not 
cause any permanent damage. 

Q: Is it advisable to buy a mulching mower for 
our lawn? 

A: We know of no problems associated par- 
ticularly with mulching mowers. Of course, mow 
frequently enough that not more than one-third of 
the grass height is being taken away at any one 
time, which is the rule of thumb for all mowers. 
Besides the advantage of no disposal problems, 
returning clippings does return a substantial 
amount of nutrients to the lawn. 

Q: When should we use the dandelions and 
broadleaf weed killer? 

A: Those broadleaf weed killers are used when 
the weeds are growing rapidly, so May is a good 
month for this. Use it on a warm, sunny day when 
rain is not expected for at least 24 hours. Use 
strictly according to label directions. 

Q: How do I fertilize tulips and daffodils that have 
flowered for the second year? 

A: Use 2 lbs. or 5-10-5 per 100 square feet worked 
lightly into the soil between the plants. 1/ you fer- 
tilize other flowers growing in the same bed, the soil 
may already be fertile enough. Avoid high nitrogen 
fertilizers. Don’t remove the foliage from spring- 
flowering bulbs until it has browned.

Budget stabilization — an answer not the answer 


When elections were held last 
year, voters of this state were af- 
forded the unique opportunity of 
clamping a limit on the states' 
spending. 

Presented on the ballot as 
Proposition 'C', this proposal, had it 
been approved by the voters of this 
state, would have established an 
upper limit on state spending which 
would have been indexed to our 
gross state income. 


Proposition 'C' was supported by 
community groups that felt that 
there was a definite need to limit 
state spending, and curb the ever 
increasing state budget. 

Proposition 'C' was supported by 
many economic experts who felt 
that this would probably be the last 
chance for the citizens of this state to 
control the seemingly endless in- 
creases in unnecessary state 
spending created by politicians 


concerned primarily with their 
political futures. 

Proponents of the proposition 
cited a lack of communication as the 
principal reason for the measure's 
defeat at the polls. It was generally 
felt that anyone who understood the 
intent of proposition 'C' would 
support it. 

Opposition to the proposal came

Welcome to the newspaper world. Thump! 
Wham! Jangle! 

Eight years ago this month I started as a 
full-time newspaperman with Associated 
Newspapers in May, 1969 And I remember 
vividly the welcome I received. 

I had just resigned from the post office 
because Managing Editor Bob McClellan 
liked my weekly column and free lance 
stories so well he asked me to join the staff. 

This week as I sat at my typewriter, I 
thought back to my first few days on the job in 
1969. My excitement about joining the 
fascinating world of reporters was tempered 
by a showing of my temper. Now I’m a pretty 
easy-going fellow, but enough is enough. 

My wife and I had just bought a new Ford to 
help keep Henry’s company going and I 
proudly drove it to work that Monday mor- 
ning. First day on the job. And actually, the 
only reason I tooled around town with it was 
to get it washed and then we were going to 
park it in the garage a 11 week until it was time 
for church again. 

Well, that Monday morning I slipped behind 
the wheel, smelled the fragrance of the in- 
terior of the new car and came to work for 
Associated Newspapers. During my lunch 
hour I got the car washed and parked it on the 
side street near the office. When I left the 
office a little after 6 o’clock that night, I ap- 
proached my new car and saw that I had been 
rudely welcomed to the writing world. 

There — in broad daylight — was the 
biggest dent in the front left fender you ever 
saw. I couldn’t believe it. I looked again. Yep, 
it’s my car alright. I glanced inside to see if 
the hit-and-run coward had left his name and 
phone number. The front seat was empty. It 
was bad enough that he smashed my new car, 
but why did he have to wait until I spent 
seventy-five cents to get it washed? 

I had to walk all the way back to the office 
and ask my boss for something to pry the 
fender from off the wheel so I could drive it 
home. 



As I walked back tothe office, I recalled the 
new life of wTiting I was entering and the 20 
years of carrying mail I had just left. Walking 
is something I know something about. You 
can wear out an awful lot of shoe leather in 20 
years of carrying the mail— and that’s a long 
time to rattle mailboxes. 

It’s funny. After almost twenty years of 
misdelivering letters, I was changing jobs 
and didn’t feel a thing. I’ve shown more 
emotion over a second cup of coffee in the 
morning than I did then. 

When my supervisor at the Post office told 
me to be sure and check in all my things on 
my last day at the post office, I almost 
yawned. I thought the count-down to leaving 
would send a surge of melancholy through 
me, moisten my eyes with tears and flood my 
mind with memories. 

But it didn’t. TYiis strange absence of 
feeling is odd, but perhaps it’s brought on by 
relief. Relief from lug^ng a heavy bag of 
mail everyday, tired feet and yapping dogs. 

Ever since that sunny April morning in 
1949, when as a skinny kid just out of high 
school, I first strolled through the post office 
double doors, my interest began to wane. I 
was so skinny the mailbag weighed more than 
I did 

Now I guess my last week of walking for 
Uncle Sam was simply the relief I’ve looked 
for these last few years. In Dearborn High 
School I worked on the school newspaper and 
had dreams of being an ace newspaperman 
when I graduated. Well, it’s taken me twenty 
years to become a full-time newspaper 
writer. But then, I never was one for snap 
decisions. 

I remembered when I walked into the 
newspaper office and told two veteran writers 
I was excited about becoming a full-time 
writer. Both men had a blank look when they 
heard the news. As I left the room, they were 
rolling on the floor with laughter. Did they 
know something I didn’t? 


There are plenty of things I don’t miss 
about carrying mail. I don’t miss the yapping 
do{£, howling muttsand snapping canines. To 
those teeth-baring animals who took after my 
leg, I say good riddance. 

I hear they’re coming out with a new dog 
food called “Mailman’s Leg”. Did you hear 
about the mailman who had a dog sink its 
teeth into his leg? The mutt’s owner came 
running out the door and scolded the 
mailman: “Take your dirty pants leg out of 
my dog’s mouth!” 

Other things I don’t miss are days when the 
wind and rain blew' in my face, Icy sidewalks, 
or yapping patrons. I don’t pine over 
mailsters and mail trucks that continually 
break down. Or sore shoulders, tired feet and 
heavy' mailbags... or yapping supervisors, 
junk mail and below- zero weather. Yes, I’ll 
gladly suffer from amnesia when it comes to 
these things. 

On the other hand, there are many things 
I’ll gladly remember. The pretty mail ladies, 
friendly patrons, and wonderful friends I 
made while working there. I’ll wistfully recall 
the Christmas cards I got during the holidays 
with green folding stuff inside! Especially 
will I remember the many cards that said, 
“Thanks for the great mail service!” 

Most of all I’ll remember the pretty 18-year- 
old redhead who kissed me on the cheek my 
last day at the post office when I said good- 
bye. (I wonder if I could go back and say 
goodbye again!) 

These thoughts stirred in my mind as 1 
returned to the newspaper office after seeing 
my dented fender. When I walked into the 
Managing Editor’s office and asked if I could 
speak with him, he looked up slowly and said 
gruffly, “Oh. go take a walk!” 

Would you believe that several drivers saw 
me with a typewriter under my arm and teeth 
marks on my leg, walking down the main 
street in town. And not one of them stopped to 
give me a ride! 


Health Beat 


Democratic group 

for democratic disease

We talked two weeks ago in this column 
about a new concept of alcoholism therapy 
instituted at the PCHA Annapolis Hospital. 
It’s called the Satellite Therapy Group, and 
we were allowed to sit in with five members of 
that group last week for a rap session. 

We promised anonymity to the gentlemen 
involved; hence the only accurate name in 
thiscoliann is that of Bob Denton, alcoholism 
therapist at Annapolis and founder of the 
satellite concept 

The first man to speak, a college educated 
graduate engineer who holds (now) a position 
of prominence with one of the world’s largest 
industrial organizations, reviewed his in- 
volvement with the Annapolis program. 

“After many years of intemperate 
drinking, I finally recognized that I had a 
problem. Howev er, that recognition lead to a 
second problem: I couldn’t find a treatment 
facility which in my judgment satisfied my 
needs,” he said 

He said he had been placed at one time in a 
psychiatric w'ard in another hospital, but 
while a patient in that ward he received no 
bona fide therapy for his addiction Finally, 
he said, “I was referred to the Annapolis 
program by still another hospital I came to 
Annapolis on my own volition, accepted the 
fact that 1 was an alcoholic, spent eight 
months in the program . and promptly went on 
a binge ” 

Such is the power of the addiction! 

He regained his sobriety, and again turned 
to the Annapolis program In his words, “I 
just couldn’t seem to get a handle on the 
problem 

And perhaps of greater significance. 1 know 
now that l was afraid to accept the fact that I 
would no longer be able to drink Thus, it was 
obvious that I had not yet reached the point 
where I really wanted to give up alcohol.” 


He went through the program again, and 
was a ‘Charter Member’ of Bob Denton’s 
satellite group. 

The satellite group is a small, intense group 
of recovering alcoholics whose knowledge of 
the addiction has piqued their curiosity to the 
point where they demand additional 
education. 

A second member said, “When I first 
started in this group, I was happy (and that 
must be understood in its proper context) to 
learn that I wasn’t unique. By God, I thought, 
there are others in this world suffering just 
like me.” 

And another exciting event occured. “As I 
started through the program, I was forced to 
accept certain responsibilities. In short order, 
I actually found myself arguing with Bob 
Denton and some of the other members. An 
amazing revelation. I had at long last 
developed the necessary confidence to take a 
position, and then defend that position against 
the arguments of my peers.” 

In the satellite program, the members are 
expected to take turns, on a rotating basis, 
serving as Chairman for two months at a 
time 

As Chairman, the member must set the 
agenda for the coming meeting, select a Vice- 
Chairman and Treasurer, and in general be 
the group leader 

To some members, despite their positions 
in industry or society, this experience of 
leadership is new To this point, they had 
never — or so they had assumed — been 
accepted as intelligent human beings per- 
fectly capable of making decisions. 

The initial speaker made another point. 

After spending so much time in the standard 
therapy program, I knew I had received as 
much information as a program of that level 
could give me. 


I had advanced the point where I wanted to 
direct my own recovery. My self confidence 
had been established I no longer needed or 
wanted the directi ve-type therapy offered in 
the didactic sessions and group therapy 
meetings.” 

Annapolis Hospital provides a meeting 
room for the satellite group without charge 
And that’s all that Annapolis provides for 
these advanced patients. At that point they 
are expected to manage their own affairs. 

They charge themselves dues, keep their 
own records, and run their own program Bob 
Denton may show up at a meeting, but he is 
there only in an advisory role, and not as the 
group leader. 

At each meeting, one member takes the 
floor and leads a discussion on some segment 
of alcoholism. Perhaps something he’s seen in 
a newspaper, or on the television, or read in a 
magazine 

During the discussion, each member gets 
himself involved. The language can be salty, 
but ideas are brought to the floor And no one 
gets mad 

The current group is comprised of some 
interesting backgrounds. There is a Vice- 
President of an international corporation, two 
engineers, an executive in a large business 
office, a retired experimental mechanic, a 
production manager, and a veteran of many 
years in the construction industry. 

That composition is living proof of the old 
saw which says that alcoholism is the most 
democratic of all diseases 

One member, who works now in Judge John 
Seiler’s 29th District Court in Wayne as a 
probation officer, used a line which broke up 
the meeting with laughter: “You know, 
Russ, ” he said, “there was once a time when I 
paid Judge Seiler in the form of fines. And 
now-, he pays me as a probation officer.”

who felt that approval would 
severely limit their ability to gain 
additional funds for necessary 
programs. 

While we take exception to those 
arguments presented by school 
officials throughout the state, we do 
not take exception to the right of the 
people to make their decision. 

Now our elected officials, who 
supported approval of Proposition 
'C', have introduced various ver- 
sions of similar measures In the 
attempt to accomplish nearly 
identical goals. 

The name of the new legislation is 
'Budget Stabilization/ It does not 
accomplish the clamping of an 
upper limit on state spending, but it 
will improve the state's current and 
future cash-flow problems. 

The major thrust of the budget 
stabilization principle is to force our 
lawmakers to put aside money, 
when times are good, for use when 
times are not good. 

Money put away under this type of 
program would be used to cushion 
the impact of any future economic 
down turns. Currently, lawmakers 
have not been able to resist the 


temptation of spending every 
available cent in the general fund, 
on their favorite programs. 

We feel that it is now past time for 
our elected officials to concern 
themselves with the long range 
future planning that will be 
necessary now for our state to 
continue to develop and grow. 

Budget stabilization can provide 
for the economic well-being of this 
state, when our lawmakers approve 
the legislation. It can do this if our 
lawmakers are willing to accept 
restrictions preventing them from 
spending all of the money that the 
state takes in. 

We feel that it has been well 
established that our state is lacking 
in sound financial planning. We urge 
approval of budget stabilization as 
one step on the road toward 
elimination of 'seat of the pants' 
financial planning. 

It is our opinion that nothing short 
of a ceiling on state spending will 
prove totally effective in the battle 
to control spending. But the im- 
plementation of budget stabilization 
will improve our already bad 
situation.

The cruel irony of the energy crisis is that 
the persons who can least afford to pay 
soaring fuel costs have to pay the most. 

Low income families pay more to heat their 
homes because, general speaking, they live in 
inadequately insulated homes and bum gas in 
inefficient furnace systems. 

According to a Michigan Public Service 
Commission estimate, more than one million 
homes or about 60 percent of all Michigan 
homes are uninsulated or inadequately in- 
sulated. 

Lack of proper insulation in these homes 
results in unnecessarily high gas bills for 
occupants. Unfortunately, a disproportionate 
percentage of these homes are occupied by 
low income families. 

These families often cannot afford 
adequate conservation measures for their 
homes. And families that rent homes or 
dwellings are often unable or unwilling to 
invest in conservation measures which 
cannot be removed when the lease runs out. 

Not only is this situation costly, but it is 
wasteful. The million uninsulated or 
inadequately insulated homes in Michigan 
use about 20 billion cubic feet of natural gas a 
year that didn’t have to be used. 

This wasted gas, if it had been saved, could 
have been used to supply the needs of 100,000 
new homes or about 7,000 businesses. 

And the MPSC says that inefficient fur- 
naces and flues in many older homes have 
caused the unnecessary use of 60 billion cubic 
feet of gas per year. 

A conservation program that could stop the 
waste of this combined 80 billion cubic feet of 
natural gas annually — about nine percent of 
the state’s total requirements — would 
“produce” enough gas to serve 400,000 homes 
or 27,000 businesses a year, according to the 
MPSC. 

In terms of dollars saved for consumers, 
the MPSC says this type of conservation 
program would reduce the average gas bill 
for an uninsulated home about 20 percent or 
$80 a year. 

For insulated homes, modifications to 


inefficient furnaces and flues would save 
about $40 a year or 11 percent of the annual 
gas bill. 

The MPSC has just completed hearings on 
a furnace flue modification proposal that w T as 
a follow-up to a test program by Michigan 
Consolidated Gas Company. 

Hopefully, the result will be im- 
plementation of a natural gas conservation 
program that will save gas, reduce fuel bills 
and which can be accomplished at minimal 
cost to the gas consumers. 

Relief for Michigan citizens from the 
soaring cost of utilities is a high priority item 
on the Legislature’s agenda this session. 
There is no question that legislative action 
will be taken to ease the utility cost burden. 
But what form will that relief take? 

I favor the “circuit breaker” approach 
which has worked so effective since 1973 in 
giving homeowners property tax relief. 

Under the circuit breaker program, 
Michigan residents can claim state income 
tax credits or rebates for the amount their 
property taxes exceed a certain percentage of 
their income. 

I have introduced two bills in the Michigan 
House that provide alternative approaches to 
utility bill relief for Michigan households, 
each an application of the circuit breaker 
principle. The first proposal utilizes the 
existing property tax circuit breaker 
program, and provides additional relief to 
qualifying taxpayers for the cost of heating 
their homes in any given year. It does this by 
allowing citizens to add their annual heating 
bill to their annual property tax bill when 
determining their tax credit. 

In other words, home heating costs would 
piggyback on property taxes for tax credit 
purposes. 

Under the bill, citizens could obtain income 
tax credits or rebates equal to 60 percent of 
the amount by which their combined property 
taxes and heating costs exceed 3.5 percent of 
household income. 

The bill would also combine into one for- 
mula the tax relief available to senior 
citizens, blind persons, eligible veterans and 


widows of veterans, totally and permanently 
disabled person, paraplegics, quadriplegics 
and hemiplegics. 

All would receive tax credits up to 100 
percent of the amount that their property 
taxes and home heating expenses exceed a 
certain percentage of their household income. 

The second bill would add a new section to 
the Income Tax Act to provide for a totally 
new credit, rather than utilizing the existing 

The property tax relief program would 
remain as it is today, and a new credit would 
be instituted to provide relief to all Michigan 
households equal to 60 percent of the amount 
by which their amual home heating bills 
exceed 2.5 percent of their household income. 

This would be a general program of relief 
and would not have special provisions for

senior citizens and the other special 
categories in the existing property tax relief 
program. 

This proposed program is based on the 
assumption that an average annual heating 
bill should not exceed 2.5 percent of household 
income, and if it does, the state will provide 


the household with assistance in meeting the 
excessive heating bill burden. 

While these bills do not necessarily en- 
courage energy conservation, either would 
provide needed relief for Michigan citizens 
while energy conservation programs are 
getting underway.

To wed or not to wed

A mother of two teenaged daughters read 
an article in the paper recently about a young 
San Francisco couple who exchanged their 
wedding vows on horseback. 

“I’d even settle for that today — as long as 
my daughters’ get married,” she com- 
mented. 

What this mother is worried about is that 
her daughters might fall in with the growing 
trend among young people to live together 
“without benefit of clergy.” 

Many other parents — and President Carter 
— share this mother’s anxiety. 

Carter has strongly urged certain members 
of his staff who are living together unwed to 
make an appointment with the minister soon 

The number of unmarried couples who are 
sharing living quarters has more than 
doubled since 1970 The current number is put 
at 660.000 couples — or 1.3 million persons 

They are not all young people in their 20s, 
but many of them are 

What most parents desire for their children 
is a wedding like Judy’s and Bob’s. 

Judy* was a secretary, 19 She had met Bob 
at the young people’s group at their church 
He was 22 They became engaged and had a 
church wedding, followed by a reception at 
the home of Judy’s parents 

As Eda LeSahn, a family-life educator, tells 
the story, “Claire and Alex Martin grinned at 


each other, with a slight air of triumph, as 
their guests began to leave. By some for- 
tunate quirk of fate, they' had managed to 
avoid the frightening winds of change — their 
daughter Judy was well and safely married ” 
Had that been the end of the story, it would 
certainly seem that the Martins were 
singularly blessed 

But a few months ago, Judy and Bob ap- 
peared at a lawyer’s office, seeking a divorce 
They had been married two years 
Judy found that she had really not been old 
enough for marriage at 19 and that she now- 
really regretted not having gone to college 
Bob found himself increasingly uneasy and 
dissatisfied with a wife who seemed far more 
lively and flamboyant that the shy, helpless 
creature he though he was marrying 

When the law7er asked Judy what really 
wentw rong, she replied, “1 guess we we were 
both too impatient — for sex, mostly. I 
guess ” 

“We cannot anticipate,” says Mrs LeShan, 
“how a relationship will work out just by 
looking at the form it takes The traditional 
marriageand the newer life-styles both thrive 
on love, caring and companionship .’’ 

If we take a candid look at the traditional 
forms of marriage, says Mrs LeShan, we can 
see that, while marriages in the past were 
relatively stable and permanent, they were 
also frequently unhappy 
She admits, however, that “traditional 


marriages have provided the most deeply 
satisfying love relationships and to a still very 
considerable degree provide stability and 
security to the lives df growing children — 
and to the community as well.” 

There may be a hopeful note in the “living 
together” trend: A great many unwed 
couples who live together two or three years 
decide to get married 
“There seems to be something in the 
essence of love that makes it want to be 
dramatized, proclaimed and symbolized in 
the ceremony of marriage,” says a family 
counselor 

Most churches, of course, still favor the 
traditional marriage A poll of ministers 
recently showed that the majority oppose 
young people living together out of wedlock 
They even said they felt that a marriage that 
ends in divorce is somehow better than a 
“trial marriage” that gives people a chance 
to decide whether they are meant for each 
other 

I know I would find it hard to defend such a 
position.” one minister readily admitted 
“It’s probably my old-fashioned upbringing ” 
But even ministers w ith an old-fashioned 
upbringing are quite aware that marriage in 
the United States is facing a crisis 
Parents and churches that don’t open their 
eyes to this fact are in trouble, says Mrs 
LeShan, no matter how alarmed or outraged 
they may get over what is happening to 
youth’s life- styles

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER V (RIGHTS AND DUTIES OF 
DRIVERS AND OTHERS) BY ADDING SECTION 5 70a (EVIDENCE OF 
INSURANCE OR PAYMENT OF FEE, EXHIBITION VIOLATION 
FOREIGN STATE OPERATORS) TO THE UNIFORM TRAFFIC CODE 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

SECTION I. ' 

1.00 

Chapter V, Artilce 1 is hereby amended to add the following Section 5.70a 
Sec 5.70a. EVIDENCE OF INSURANCE OR PAYMENT OF FEE, 
EXHIBITION: VIOLATION: FOREIGN STATE OPERATORS. 

(1) The owner or operator of a motor vehicle who operates or permits its 
operation upon the highways of this state shall produce, in accordance with 
the provisions of subsection (3) of this section, upon the request of any peace 
officer, evidence that the vehicle is an insured motor vehicle or that the 
uninsured motor vehicle fee is paid. 

(2) The secretary shall issue to the owner of an uninsured motor vehicle a 
document which may be produced as evidence that the uninsured motor 
vehicle fee is paid. 

(3 ) Every owner or operator of a motor vehicle who fails to produce evidence 
when requested to do so or within 72 hours thereafter is guilty of a 
misdemeanor* A Certificate of insurance issued by an insurance company 
stating that there is in force a liability policy meeting the requirements of 
this act, shall be accepted as prima facie evidence of insurance being in 
force until the expiration date shown on the certificate. Such certificate shall 
state the name of each person named on the policy, policy declarations or 
declaration certificate whose operation of the vehicle causes the liability 
coverage to become void. • 

(4) Every owner or operator of a motor vehicle who knowingly produces 
false evidence under this section is guilty of a misdemeanor. In addition, his 
operator’s or chauffeur’s license or motor vehicle registration, or both, may 
besuspended by the secretary for a period of not more than 1 year. 

(5) * Where the owner or operator of a motor vehicle is convicted under this 
section and he has not paid the uninsured motor vehicle fee for the current 
year is respect to the motor vehicle, the license plates and vehicle 
registration shall be forwarded by the court to the department of state for 
cancellation unless he produces evidence that there was in force a liability 
policy meeting the minimum requirements of this act with respect to the 
operation of the motor vehicle at the time the offense was committed 

(5) The provisions of this section do not apply to the owner or operator of a 
motor vehicle that is registered in a country, state or province other than 
this state.

Set annual youth awards 


Congressman William D. Ford (D- 
15th District) has announced the 
second annual Congressional Medal 
of Merit awards program for Out- 
standing Youth in the 15th 
Congressional District. 


Secretary of Agriculture Robert 
Bergland has announced plans to 
strengthen the marketing position of 
grain farmers and to increase the 
affectiveness of the commodity loan 
program. 

“The 5-part program we are 
announcing will give farmers the 
needed incentives and assistance to 
do a better job of marketing and 
obtain better prices for their crops,” 
the secretary said. 

The five points are: 

(1) Establishment of a farmer- 
owned food grain reserve for the 
1976 wheat and rice crops. 

(2) A 2-month extension — until 
May 31, 1977 — for farmers to 
participate in the loan program for 
1976 wheat and rice crops. 

(3) Increased price support loan 
rates for the 1977 feed grains and 
soybeans crops. 

(4) Effective April 1, a reduction 
of interest rates from 7-Vfc to 6 
percent on commodity loans and 
from 7-Vfe to 7 percent on storage 
facility and drying equipment loans. 


“Because of last year’s response

A special message, encouraging 
leaders of Western Wayne County 
communities to “lend a cooperative 
spirit in getting the construction of 
the Huron Y a H e y Waste Water 
Project (super sewer) underway”, 
has been issued by John Barr, 
chairman of the Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners 

In letters to mayors of all cities 
and supervisors of all townships 
involved in the super sewer service 
area, Barr said: “The construction 
of the super sewer will mean that life 
and grow th can advance in a normal 
way in Western Wayne County. I 
hope we all recognize that the super 
sewer is imperative to our way of 
life.” 

In response to criticisms that the 
Board of Public Works (BPW) 
appointed by him and approved by 
the Board of Commissioners would 
thwart sewer construction, Barr 
said. “I give you my personal word 
there is no ulterior motive in anv of 
this. I pledge to stay personally in- 
volved in the function of the Public 
Works Board. You can be sure the 
interests of the people of our area 
never will be unguarded as long as 
I’m involved” 

A cooperative effort coordinated 
by the county, would provide “an 
opportunity to band the several 
involved communities together into 
a consortium and thereby construct 
the needed sewers in a timely and 
fiscally responsible way,” Barr 
added. 

“As individual communities, it is 
virtually impossible to plan and 
build the necessary construction” he 
continued.

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The suburban chairman of the new

The petition will follow, in general form, the nominating petition form as 
prescribed in the Michi^n Election Law, Section 168.544 (c), and in the 
heading will indicate “disagreement of intent to incorporate as a charter 
township” The petition must be signed by not less than 10 percent of the 
registered voters of the township based on the vote cast for all candidates for 
supervisor at the last election at which a supervisor was elected. 

If the petition is successful, the question of incorporation will be placed on 
the ballot at the next general township or special township election.

Always look 
before casting and use an overhead 
cast while in a boat with others.

Six .300 hitters can't help Romulus win

The emblematical Romulus 
baseball club continued to play 
erratically as Coach Dennis Stoh’s 
Eagles dropped three of their last 
four games last week.
